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Workers Fight for Jobs 


HE extent of unemployment in New York City, and the growing 
hunger of the workers for jobs, is being daily shown at the 
recently opened municipal free employment bureau on Lafayette Street. 
The bureau has only been opened four days. Already over 10,000 
workers have been registered, and these were only a small part of 
those who stood in line for hours daily. The lines have been forming 
in the middle of the night—at 2 and 3 a. m.—and there the workers 


have stood until 8 a. m. with the scant hopes that they might be one , 


of the fortunate dozen to get a job. 


Yesterday mortting when the doors of the bureau were opened 
the stampede of the hungry workers was so great that one man was 
trampled-on and had to be sent to the Bellevue Hospital. Others, also 
badly injured, refused to leave the line for fear that by leaving they 
would lose a possible job. 


Yet in four days jobs have been handed out to only 210 workers, 
Many thousands have stood in line, over 10,000 have been registered, 
and only 210 have been given work (and one, of course, will get free 
meals for a day or two at the Bellevue Hospital)—this is the sum total 
of Tammany Hall’s contribution to the “solution” of the unemployment 
problem. : 

This the workers must reject. The Tammany politicians must be 
told that an employment bureau is useless unless it can provide the 
workers with jobs. They must be told that in the absence of jobs the 
workers demand unemployment insurance. Instead of going to the 
municipal bureau on Lafayette Street at 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning 
fightiig With one another for jobs that do not exist, the workers must 
go there-in mass and serve a categorical demand for the immediate 
granting of unemployment insurance. 

‘In the present situation, with the daily deepening of the economic 
crisis, the unemployed workers can expect no jobs. The only way to 
improve their conditions is to organize ani fight to force the capi- 
talists and their political agents to.pay a minimum of $25 per week 
to every unemployed worker during the period of his unemployment— 
this is provided for by the Workers’ Social Insurance Bill.

A few dozen politicians, judgés, . rmen, police officials, etc., 
have been uncovered up until now. {1% a few pages of the record 
haye been examined; three hundred mofe are still to be gone through. 
These’ pages, if they were really examined, would completely expose 
the Thompson machine in Chicago, and the leading republican and 
democratic politicians throughout the state. 


_ But they will never be examined. A few minor politicians, or those 
on’ the outs with the machine, will be sacrificed. The “investigation” 
will them be stopped before it reaches any of the higher ups. 

The Chicago workers must have no illusions about the round-up of 
gangsters following the murder of Jake Lingle, or on the present in- 
vestigation. The capitalists and their political henchmen in Chicago 
and in all other cities brought the organized underworld gangs into 
existence. 

They have proven themselves useful many times in the sharp.com- 
petitive battles waged between rival capitalist groups ‘as the Chicago 
Tribune. well knows from the experience it gained in the circulation 
war with the Hearst press. : 


They~are useful many times to capitalist politicians when it be- 
comes necessary to shoot up election booths in order to win an elec- 
tion from political rivals and especially to prevent the election of 
workers” candidates. 

S And they are especially helpful when it becomes necessary to beat 
up, black-jack or murder workers during strikes and demonstrations, 
as was shown in the murder of Weizenberg, or to aid the police during 
raids on workers’ halls, as has been shown by many raids on the 
Communist Party headquarters in Chicago. 

It was these needs of the capitalists which created the gangsters, 
and while they sometimes go “too far,” making it inconvenient for the 
bosses, théy will continue to exist and flourish with the full support of 
the capitalists, their, political agents, and the leaders of the A. F. of L., 
who also have use for them in their fight against the “reds.”

Tammany’s great scheme _ to 
“solve” unemployment has col- 
lapsed. Between 10,000 and 15,000 
workers during the past few days) 
crowded the Municipal “Free” Un-. 
employment Agency in New York, | 


but instead of jobs they were given | 
“application cards.” A few, who 
had letters from politicians, got the | 
handfull of jobs—mostly temporary | 
—that were available. The others | 
were hounded by the police and | 
many were beaten. One was sent 
to the hospital. Others were hurt, | 
but, stood in line hoping for the jobs | 
that were not there. 
Will Close Up. 

Realizing the farce, the Saiiaaae| 
officials have decided to close the 
agency. /)ivector Edward C. Ry- | 
bicki, a Tammany henchman, who; 
runs the joint, announced that the 
“agency” would be kept open for 
only two hours a day. But it will 
not give out jobs then. The only 
purpose the agency opens for the 
two hours daily is to give Rybicki 
and his fellow grafters an vxcuse 
to eat up the $35,000 set aside for 
the “agency.” When the Tammany 
tools pocket this sum, the agency 
wil undoubtedly close for good. 
Proves Worsening Unemployment. 

The only thing that has come out 
of the “agency” is an indication of 
the severity of the unemployment 
situation. It has also demonstratea 
to the workers that jobs do not ex- 
ist, but that they must immedietely 
fight for the passage of the Work- 
ers’ Social Insurance Bill. 

That the unemployed are becom- 
ing desperate for work is shown by 
he fact that nearly-all of them, in 
filling out their applications, indi- 
cated that they would work at “any- 
thing.”

PATERSON, N. J., Aug. 19.— 
Four workers were arrested this 
morning, at Weidmans’ Silk Dyging 
plant, The charge is distributing 
leaflets of the T.U.U.L., and the 
National Textile | Workers’ Union 
calling upon the workers of Pat- 
erson to organize and to demonstrate 
at City Hall, September 1, for the 
Workers’ Social Insurance "Bill, 

Over 300 workers waited 
from 6 to 8 in the morning, hoping 
they would be given a job; only to 
have the doors of the employment 
office slammed in their faces, 


The unemployment situation in 
Paterson, is very grave. Over 50 
per cent of the workers are without 
jobs. Thousands are actually starv- 
ing. The workers who are work- 
ing, are forced to work for wages 
so low that they cannot afford the 


signs point to worsening of the 
workers’ conditions, with the com- 
ng of winter. 


The bosses are aware of the 
misery that stalks the streets of 
this city and are doing everything 
in their power to stop the “reds,” 
as they call the representatives of 
the T.U.U.L. and the National Tex- 
tile Workers’ Union; from reaching 
the workers with their message to 
organize and to fight.

The first attack 
that took place on Friday, August 
repulsed by infuriatec 
workers of the Yaker shop sup.

Tammany Hits at Workers. 
Panken’s friends, agents of the| 
“company union,” with the aid of 


their police allies, replied with a 


frame-up against Jack Schneider 
organizer of the industrial union. 
who was arrested and charged with 
an attack on the Panken-Kaufman 
gorillas, They knew that it would 
be easy to prejudice Schneider in 
the capitalist courts because of the 
fact that he had already been the 
victim of another frame-up against 
workers, the Mineola case. 

This week the “company union” 
sent another band of gorillas to the 
Yaker shop. The workers fought 
off the attack until the appearance 
of the police called in to aid the 
gangsters. The storm of protest 
‘raised by the workers was so in- 
sistent, and the attack so unjusti- 
fied, that the police were forced to 
arrest the “committee” of the com- 
pany union, who were caught red- 
handed armed with all kinds of 
weapons. 

One of them, James Ryan, had 
attacked a worker with a knife, cut- 
ting his clothing. Out of the ten 
gorillas arrested, two are “official- 
ly” furriers but actually gangsters, 
but eight never had any connection 
at all with the fur trade. These 
are James Ryan, John Beck, Joe 
Brown, Fred Matchig, Toney Rio, 
Harry Kelly, Paul Vogel and Sam 
Bernstein, who was the “chauffeur” 
of the “socialist” Benjamin Schles- 
inger, during the fake cloak and 
dress strikes conducted by Schles- 
inger’s company union last year. 

-» Tammany Aids “Socialists.” 

The capitalist courts, in which 
Panken had seen service, rallied to 
the aid of the gorillas when they 
were brought before the magistrate 
in the Jefferson Market Court. All 
ten of the gangsters, some of them 
having long criminal court records, 
were put under the meager charge 
ef “disorderly conduct,” and were 
allowed bail of $500 each. James 
Ryan, who was actually caught in 
the act of attacking a workg with 
a knife, was let off with the simple 
charge of “assault.” 

Jack Schneider,’arrested at the 
office of the Neeile Trades Work- 
ers’ Industrial Union, was treated 
entirely differently, being held in 
jail for eight days, and only last 
Saturday released on $7,000 bail. 
“Under these circumstances it is 
clear again, in an actual day-to-day 
struggle of the workers that the 
‘socialist’ candidate, Panken, try as 
he may, cannot disassociate him- 
self from the Tammany Hall police 
and courts,” declares J. Louis Eng- 
dahl, Communist candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor. “It should be 
clear to all workers that the ‘so- 
cialist’ Panken carries on only a 
fake ‘attack’ on Tammany Hall, the 


jailer of the Unemployed Delega- 
tion, Foster, Minor, Amter and Ray- 
mond. Workers will quickly see the 


Hall and the ‘socialist’ party during

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Secretary of Labor Davis is very much in- 
terested that something be done to keep the 
miners in submission; he is alarmed over the 
opinion of one of the miners-of West Frank- 
fort who wrote him a letter telling him that 
“a general strike is imminent” as is shown in 
the letter written by Davis in answer to the 
miners’ leter and , published in the press in 
Southern Illinois. 


The real face of the leaders of the fake rank 
and file movement and their true social fascist 
role is exposed clearly in their letter just re- 
ferred to which declares for government spb- 
sidy for coal operators so, as they state, to 
“nut the operators on their feet financially.” 


Mr. Ward and Murray are interested in only. 
one thing—to put the operators on their feet 
financially. They don’t give a damn about the 
starving miners and their families, about the 
killing of miners as a result of the speed-up 
in the mines, but they are interested that 
operators should not lose anything in the pre- 
sent economic crisis, which hits the coal field 
hard, as well as the chronic crisis of the min- 
ing industry. 

Mr. Davis is not the only one who is worried 
about the conditions. Billy Green, fascist pres- 
ident of the A. F. of L., is worried very much 
because: 

“The extremists will capitalize the. situation 

—will appeal to the feelings and will mob- 
ilize discontent so that it will be well nigh 
impossible for anyone to require the mine 
workers to observe the provision of the joint 
agreement or to conform to the laws, rules 
and practice of the organized labor move- 
ment,” 

Two Conclusions. 

All these facts clearly show two things. (1) 
The social fascist character of the leadership 
of this so-called “rank and file” movement. 
(2) That the operators, government, fascist 
and social fascist leadership of the A. F. of L. 
and U.M.W.A. are worried very much as to 
the possibilities of organizing and leading the 
miners in the struggle against rationalization, 
unemployment and for increased wages, short- 
ening of the working hours and social insur- 
ance for unemployed workers. 

The struggle can be organized only by the 
Mine, Oil and Smelter Workers Industrial 
Union. 

We must also clearly understand the dem- 
ogogical propaganda of the social fascist lead- 
ers of the so-called rank and file movement 
with their left phrases which are misleading 
the miners. They claim they are against both 
Lewis and Fishwick, Howatt an-] Peabody, that 
they are even for the program of the N.M.U. 
but they cannot affiliate with the movement 
because it is a red movement. 


Lett Phrases. 


It is not a surprise that the social fascists 
use left phrases. Otherwise they simply can- 
not speak to the miners. The Mine, Oil and 
Snfelter Workers Industrial Union can take 
advantage of this situation and is, taking ad- 
vantage by fighting against the social fascist 
of the rank and file movement, exposing their 
role and fighting for independent leadership 
and struggle by the miners. In local unions of 
the U.M.W.A. where elections are taking place 
to send delegates to the fake “rank and file” 
convention, miners put up canlidates who are 
members of fhe new miner union and fighting 
for its independent leadership and program. 
They are electing delegates to the convention 
by the local unions of the M.O.S.W.1.U., to 
fight there for the M.O.S.W.LU., 

This activity cannot be confined to the in- 
side of the local unions. A broad campaign 
must be started exposing the fake leaders and 
linked up with the economic every day strug- 
gle of the miners in’ every mine, setting up 
mine committees to undertake the immediate 
tasks and organizing miners for strike, for 
spreading local strikes. The unemployment 
movement must be organized and-fini] expres- 
sion in mass demonstrations on Labor Day 
throughout the coal! fields. The economic strug- 
gle of the miners must be brought to a higher 
political ~.ge by bringing into the coal field 
the elec’ 1 canipaign of the Communist Party.

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Some Lessons ot August First

N connection with August First, we gained 
new experiences, and lessons must be learn- 


. ed regarding these experiences and the many 


shortcomings that we still have in our efforts 
to mobilize the masses. 
Situation Favorable for August Ist 
Demonstration. 

First of all, it must be recognized that the 
political situation for mobilizing masses was 
more favorable than ever before. There was 
a deepening of the economic crisis, growing un- 
employment, the beginning of a national waze-

cutting offensive of employers, sharpening war | 


danger against the Sovict Union,- increasing 
offensive against all workers’ revolutionary or- 
ganizations -the Fish Committee, Root’s pro- 
posal for federal police, the pope’s attack 
against the Communist Party of the U.S.A.,, 
martial law against Flint auto workers’ strike, 
the arrests and terror in the mining fields, 
intensified lynching campaign against the Ne- 
groes in the Seuth, increasing imprisonments 
of Communists all over the country. There 
was growing resistance and a rising spirit of 
struggle among the workers against the of- 
fensive of employers and ruling class. 


Our Mobilization on August Ist Not Equal to 
March 6. 

Upon the basis of this favorable situation, 
we should have been able to mobilize the masses 
for the August First demonstraticn ir greater 
numbers than ever before. What were then 
the reasons that ‘we were cnly able to mobil- 
ize about 150,000 workers as compared to over 
1,000,000 on March Sixth? 

Did we fail to do the accessary preraratory 
work? As compared to Merch 6th and May 
lst, we think it is only correct to say that 
our preparatory work ‘vas much better planned 
and much more systematic than ever before, 
perhaps with a few exceptions. 

Looking irto the reasons why we were not 
able to :-obilize as great numbérs of workers 
as our efforts would have warranted, we must 
recognize that the capitalist class adopted (if- 


ferent tactics than on March 6th and May 
Ist 

) Capitalists Use New Tactics. 

First of all capitalist newspapers iried o 


kill our mobilization bv mainteinine comrlete 
silence about Aucust Fir:t, wherens >o*ore 
March Sixth and May First they gave us big 
publicity. Therefore on Augu-t Virst. we 
reached only those masses that we were able 
to mobilize directly by our own means. 

Second, while on August First there were 
fewer attacks by the police against our dem- 
oustrations, the police did everything possible 
to smash our preparations, especially in an: 
at the shops, by attacking us at shon gate 
meetings and,jailing our speakers and organ- 
izers, thereby crippling our forces which -vere 
badly needed in the preparatory work. 

Third, while there was a temporary embargo 
against Soviet imports to this country, the 
embargo was lifted just a few days before 
August First which created illusions not only 
among the masses, but also nartly amore our 
own comrades regarding the lessening of prep- 
arations for attack against the Soviet Union. 
These are some examples of the changing tac- 
tics by the bourgeoisie and for this change of 
tactic by ove enemies, we were not prepared. 

It nust aleo be ta’sen into consideration that, 
because of the political backwardness of the 
American werkers, the question of the war 
danger is yet as great a factor for the 
mobilization of masses as is the question of 
nee Therefore the wre 
as ready to demonstrate cinleat the imper- 
‘ialist war ar: as they were against unem- 
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our comrades in the Districts, even District 


Committees, did not understand how to con- 
nect the struggle against the war with the 
struggle against unemployment. 


Our Shortcomings, 


Then, of course, we must observe @ number 


of shortcomings. 

First ofall, the greatest shortcoming was 
that, although repeated instructions were given 
by the Central Commiittee that the main .ef- 


‘forts should be concentraed on the shops, the 


‘preparatory work in the shops was very insuf- 
ficient. There were more shop gate meetings 
and more leaflet distributions in the shop dis- 
tricts than ever before, but on account of in- 
suppifient and weak shop committees and 
Trade Union Unity League groups, our work 
inside of the shops was still very weak. 

Our preparatory work on the basis of United 
Front Conferences was almost a complete 
failure. Although concrete instructions were 
given by the Party center; our comrades were 
unable to organize United Front Conferences. 
In many places our functionaries took the at- 
titude that the United Front would organize 
itself, They sent only a formal written call 
for the conference and did not take the trouble 
to send comrades to-.organize delegates to ut- 
tend these United Front Conferences, and even 
in those Districts where more serious efforts 
were made, our comrades did not seem to know 
how to organize United Front Conferences. 
This is a very serious shortcoming and con- 
tributed very greatly to our inability to: mobil- 
ize bigger demonstrations. It is therefore very 
necessary that the whole Party ‘should study 
the concrete methods of United Front. : 


We Failed to Link Unempleyment With 
Imperialist War Danger. 


We failed to link up the question of unem- - 


ployment with the question of fighting avainst 
imperialist war danger. This was clearly 
shown from reports of District Organizers in 
which they claimed that they were not able 
to mobilize more workers from the shops be- 
cause of great numbers of unemployed. At 


the same time, they failed to report why they 


were unable to mobilize greater numbers of 


_ unemployed. 
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On account of our poor fraction work in the 
language mass organizations dwhich in many 
cases is completely lacking), and on account 
of a wrong attitude towards language work of 
many of our District leaders, we were not able 
to use these sympathetic language organiza- 
tions to the extent that could have been pos- 
sible. 

, Although we have to a great extent overcoine 
the right opportunistic passivity, there is still 


a great amount of it which is hampering our 


Party in the mass mobilization: There is no 
longer an open resistance to the policy of 
struggle, but passive resistance is still there, 
and this was a big factor in the August First 
mobilization. This means that we must con- 


tinue to struggle energetically against this 
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right opportunistic passivity. 

In spite of the fact that in most cases very 
energetic preparatory work was done not al] 
comrades in the sections and units were as- 
signed to specific work in the preparation. 

Very little preparatory work was done in 
the A. F, of L. unions. This shows complete 


lack of understanding of the Party trade union . 


policy and shows a strong tendency to give 
up the workers in the old unions. ° 
Prepara‘‘ons For Demonstrations Must Be 
Linked With Party Building. — 
A very big shortcoming is the tendency, 
which seems to prevail in almost ell the Dis- 
tricts, to regard demonstrations as 
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the Right: whe difficulties arise, when the 
smallest clouds appear on the horizon. As soon 
as any hindrance or difficulty appears, they 
are seized with fear--something is sure to 
happen! If ‘a blackbeetle begins to scrabble be- 
hind the wall somewhere, and cannot find its 
way out, they draw back in affright. fal! into 
a state of horror, and begin to wail over the 
collapse of the Soviet Union. (General laught- 


er. 
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pacify them and endeavor to convince 
that no danger lies there, that after all 
Se blackbeetle, of which they have no 
pcb afraid. But they continue to weep. 
nom to you mean a blackbeetle? That is not 
a blackbeetle but thousands of wild beasts;

Unemployment and Wage Cuts 
in Illinois 


By SAM DON. 

E economic conditions in Illinois, as shown 

in the growth of unemployment and wage 
cuts, reflect the general trend of the deepening 
of the crisis throughout the country. This is 
due to the strategic economic importance of 
the industries located in Illinois and nearby, 
such @s mining, machinery, steel, Southern 
Illinois coal] fields, the farm implements ma- 
chine industry. Chicago, being the oldest and 
largest agricultural trading center, shows the 
effects of the agricultural crisis in its indus- 
tries, mail order houses, etc. 

An examination of the official Labor De- 
partment figures for the month of June, in 
spite of their attempts to minimize the mean- 
ing of those figures, bring out very glaringly 
the trend in the state. 

The Labor Bulletin of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Labor in its July issue in reviewing 
the industrial situation of June states the fol- 
lowing: 

“Manufacturing employment in _ Illinois 
cities has decreased steadily each month 
pr yh ae ‘September with the sole exeeption 

of February, in which month a slight in- 

crease Was reported. The decrease during the 
period of May 15 to June 15 was 2.4 per 
cent, the most severe drop so far this year. 
The decline reported this month was the 
largest decrease in factory employment re- 
ported for any June since 1924, and the June 
employment index figure of 91.2 is lower 
than for any June on record—that is, since 
1923, The decrease in factory employment 
was again intensified by an increase in part 
time work as shown by a 5.0 per cent de- 
crease in payroll and a 4.7 per cent decrease 
im man hours of work.” 
_ We note that employment decrease beginning 
with last September, and steadily at that. It 
is also interesting to note that in addition to 
permanent unemployment, there is a great deal 
of part time employment. Workérs having 
been out of work since last September and 
many of these working part time have indeed 
reached the level of starvation. The report also 
states that: “The decrease in industrial ac- 
tivity was again general! throughout the state;” 
in other words, practically every locality and 
every section of the working class in the state 
was effected by the crisis. 

The Bulletin is also compelled to report the 


! following: 


-“Industrial operations continued quiet dur- 
ing’ June, with the volume of employment 
and payrolls again showing reductions from 
the figures of the preceding month. Reports 
from 1,365 industrial establishments in all 
parts of the state imdicate a decline of 2.0 
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pee cent in the number of wage earners ‘em- 
ployed, and of 3.3 per cent in payrolls. This 
brings employment to a level 10.7 per cent 
below the figure of a year ago. The iy on 
of employment in Illinois is now s 

at any time since the depression. period. of 
1921. Monthly indexes of employment . have 
been complied by this office since January, 
1922. The lowest employment index: figures 
previously reached during the entire period 
1922-1930 was 91.3 in April, 1928. The index 
for June, 1930 fell to 90.7.” (My emphasis. 
—§. D.) 


Wage Cuts Increase. 


‘ In this statement, as well as: in the: state- 
ments which we will quote from the Bulletin, 
it is quite obvious that alongside ofthe in- 
crease in unemployment there is also an in- 
crease in wage cuts for those who are “for- 
tunate” enough to remain at work. Thé depth 
of the crisis can also be gathered from the 
statement that “the volume of employment in 
Illinois is now smaller than at any time since 
the depression period in 1921.” 

How basic the crisis is can also be «seen 
from the official report, namely, “manufacttir- 
ing industries have shown the effects of. the 
present industrial depression more than the- 
so-called non-manufacturing industries.” 'Fur- 
ther: “metals, machinery and conveyariées, the 
most important of the manufacturing ‘groups, 
showed a decided downward trend in enfploy- 
ment during June, the curtailment @xceeding 
that of any previous June since 1924. This 
marks the reduction ‘of 5.4 per cent in-volume 
of employment and it was accompanied by a 
9.4 per cent less in payrolls.” Here-again we 
see the growth of wage cuts go hand in han! 
with unemployment. 


Chicago being one of the largest.and most 
important industrial sections in the, state, 
shows definite and visible signs of.the,.crisis. 
The official report for the month . of, June 
(which we quote below) shows very clearly the 
following: (1) no break in the growth of un- 
employment; (2) the growth of -wage.cuts, and 
(3) the most important industries-are. vartected 
by the crisis. hin 

“The seventh consecutive decrease in in- 
dustrial activity was recorded for June, with 
a decrease of 2.1 per cent in-faetory -employ- 
ment and 4.2 per cent in payrolls. An em- 
ployment decline was reported in seven of 
the ten major industrial groupings. The me- 

tals and machinery industries reported a 

decrease of 5.3 per cent in employment, 

while the textile groups decreased -employ- 
ment 4.7 per cent and the furs and leather 
goods group 4.5 per cent.”

Daily Worker and the Party press generally 
was Wt supplied with concrete material from 
the Districts. This is not the shortcoming of 
our District Committees only. This shows our 
failure to organize workers corresponden(>. 
We must also note that only in a very .ew 
reports is there mention of recruiting of new 
members to our Party or to the T.U.U.L. Per- 
haps in Oakland, Cal., the best results were 
secured where 26 new members joined our Par- 
ty. There are a few other places where some 
new members joined. With little effort, hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of new members 
could have been recruited. This shows how 
loosely August First work was connected with 
the Party building task. We must learn that

only according to the number of participants. 
but according to what organizational resuts 
we are able to draw from our propaganda. 
That is -how many new members are recruited 
for the Party, for the ¥.U.U.L.. for unem 


pléyed councils and how many new subscribers” 


are gotten for the Party press Much more 
efforts should be made in our future demon 
strations for this end, 

The genera! lesson that we niust draw fron 
August First, is that we must redouble our 
efforts in the future mobilizations. We must 
do more political work, more propaganda work 
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and much more systematic organizational work 
in preparing our future demonstrations. 

Now that we have already the experiences 
of two August First, March Sixth and May 
First Demonstrations, and especially the fresh 
experiences of the last August First demon- 
strations with the changed tactics of our en- 
emies, we must base our preparations for 
September First unemployed mobilization on 
these experiences and make a!l efforts to over- 
come the shortcomings we still have. 


Party Work Must Center in Shop Nuclei. 

For instance, August First showed that our 
failures were mainly in the big cities, where- 
in numerous smal] industrial towns our 
Party was able to mobilize a surprisingly large 
number of workérs. This difference was due 
to the fact that in small industrial cities our 
Party is rooted more deeply in the industries 
than in the big cities. Therefore we must pay 


; partievlar attention to changing our Party

the street nuclei basis to the basis of 


. shop nuelei in the big cities, 
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There are many more concrete lessons to be 
drawn and they must be brought out and 
studied. 


Although sharpest self-criticism is necessary 


in the licht of our August First demonstra- - 


tiens. there. is not the least reason for pes- 


simism. 
Compared with March Sixth, we.well far 
helow ow August First, but compared wi 


May- First, our August First, with all short- 
comings, was a fairly good achievement and 
shows that our Party was able to mobilize 
and lead the masses, and that we are on the 
ror d of becoming # mass Party. 

But our Party can go towards greater suc- 
eese only if we redouble our efforts not only 
ir. the organization of demonstrations, but in 
the every-day work of building the upon 
a mess basis, en the basis of shop n 
ultaneously building the revolutionary unions 
of the T.U.U.L. 
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
